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ORIGIN: (CONT’D) 

GRCAMERA/1 has been the Station's principal D&TO contact; his 
major CA work on our behalf in the past has been surfacing Soviet 
activities in Austria. There are no contractual commitments with 
GRCAMERA/1 but he is described- as a witting collaborator whose con- 
victions follow a completely pro-U.S. editorial policy: both he and 1 

his principal writers spontaneously support U.S. positions. His 
ability to accept guidances is limited by the nature of his publica- 
tion (independent and somewhat conservative) and by the responsible 
position which it enjoys locally. It is usually not possible to 
place spot CA items with him.
